On 
this account He bade the disciples pruy that 
God would send forth moro workers into 
His vineyard. Such prayer was also calcu- 
lated to rouse the sympathy of the clisci- 
plos themselves to do good. Soon after 
that Jesus called tho twelve, and gave 
them 
also 
tho power 
to 
heal dis- 


eases. Ho then sent them abroad to do 
0,3 he had done. They .wero to preach the 
gospel of tho Kingdom, and in order to 
prove to the people that they had authority, 
they were to perform mirncles of healing. 


In this sending out of tho disciples by the 


Master we may BOO a picture of what Ho 
does with every disciple whom Ho Las 
called to His aide. As soon as Jesus saves 
any one He wants him to become a mission- 
ary to others. Not that every one should go 
on a foreign miss^pn, but that every one 
knows some one else who is not yet a disci- 
ple. That, then, is the person to whom the 
new disciple is to go, Men act this way ill 
secular things. 
If you have had rheuma-

How may we stir ourselves up to do our 


duty in this regard! First, pray tlio Lord 
of the harvest that souls may be gathered 
into His garner.

It is 
good always to have some specific names on 
our list, for whom we pray by name daily.

and ask them to become His disciples. If 
wo listen, wo shall often hoar an inward 
voico bidding us speak. Sometimes, per- 
haps, we shall fool moved to write to somo 
friends Jar away, and plead with them to 
give themselves to tho Lord. It may bo 
that wo shall hear Jesus saying: 
"You 


must become a preacher of tho Gospel." 
And to some Ho will say: "I want you to 
goto heathen lands to tell them of my 
love." The reason why so few Christians 
hear their Master's voico saying these 
things, is because they are not listening to 
Him.—liev. A 1''. SclnivJUer.
